British Animal Feed Makers 
Attack Export Claims 


French newspapers reacted fu- 
riously, particularly as narure said 
the bulk of the 70,000 tons was 
exported to France from 1988 to 
1991 -- when the use of such feed 
for beef and dairy herds in Britain 
was hanned. 

That ban related to feed made 
from sheep remains after scientists 
said they believed Scrapie, a sheep 
disease, may have triggered "Mad 
Cow" disease in herds. 

But Read said a "large propor- 
tion" of the exports noted in cus- 
toms records did not relate to 
ready-made animal feed. Hè said 
much of it was meat and bone meal 
produced by renderers. 

He said exporting cattle feed 
was not very profitable because of 
high transport costs, with the ex- 
ception of small quantites of spe- 
cialized high-level nutrients 
mainly for young animals. 


LONDON (AFP) -- British animal 
feed manufacturers reacted 
angrily Saturday to claims that 
Britain exported huge amounts of 
potentially BSE-tainted feed at the 
end of the 1980s. 

Manufacturers say customs rê- 
cards have been wrongly inter- 
preted. 

John Read, chief executive of

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Censorship Still an Issue 25 Years 
After Pentagon Papers 


The Tirncs, in its headline 25 years 
after it struck its hiow for press 
freedom, said "ruling by panel 
moves the first amendment into a 
new era." 

David Rudenstine, a New York 
law professor and author of "The 
Day the Presses Sropped," a new 
account of the Pentagon papers, 
says the hattle between The Times 
and other newspapers and the gov- 
ernment became a high water 
mark for democracy. At the same 
time it laid the foundation for the 
destruction of the Nixon admini- 
stration. 

“Two unelected institutions of 
American life — the Supreme 
Court and the press — combined 
to strengthen democracy”, be told 
Reuters. He said the publication of 
the papers also led to the unravel- 
ing of the Nixon administration, 
which created the White House 
Plumbers Unit to stop such leaks 
from occurring again. 

The "Plumbers" broke into the 
office of Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatrist to find incriminating ma- 
terial about the man who leaked 
the papers to The Times, and that 
action set the stage for a series of 
illegal actions that led to the 1972 
Watergate ` break-in, which ulti- 
mately forced Nixon to resigı in 
disgrace. 

Rudeastine said his research 
produced one surprising result — 
the goverîiment’s argument that 
National Security could be harmed 
was not a false claim. The Penta- 
gon papers did have information 
that could have compromised dip- 
lomatic efforts to end the war, 
embarrassed allies and kept pris- 
oners of war from being released, 
but "nothing harmful was ever 
published. "

Within days, the Washington 
Post ohtained a copy of the papers 
and began publishing. When a 
court stopped it as well, newspa- 
pers in Boston, Chicago, Los An- 
geles and St. Louis began 
publishing.

KIEV (Reuter) — Ukraine’s 
Chernobyl puclear power station 
said it bad no money to buy 
Russian fuel and may soon have to 
cut capacity or shut down. 


"The station could soon be 


up and down, " station spokesman 
Valery Idelson told Reuters by 
telephone. 

“We could be forced to reduce 
capacity to 80 percent. " 

Idelson said the plant, site of 
the world’s worst ıuclear accident 
10 Years ago, was owed $50 mil- 
lion in unpaid electricity bills. 
Two reactors still functioning at 
the plant produce five percent of 
Ukraine’s electricity. 

"Russia supplies us with: fuel at 
lower than world prices but will no 
longer do so without advance pay- 
ment," Idelsog said. 

"The last shipment of fresh fuel 
was received about six montbs agO 
and we still bhaven’t paid for it. 
According to‘our calculations, re- 
actor No. 1 will run out of fuel 
within a month and No. 3 within 
2-1/2 months. " 

Ukrainian officials said earlier 
this year that shortages of fuel 
could shut down the plant but Rus- 
sia maintained supplies and al- 
lowed it to keep operating.
